Prevent Most Accidents 


Fatal accidents among infants are 
common—and common sense can 


Mrs. Anne H. Barnard, director of 


Safety Council, Chicago, knows the 

hazards and how to avoid them. Here 

is her advice to young mothers. 
Accidents caused 58.9 per cent, of 


States under five last year—the low- 
est rate on record for this age group. 
Mrs. Barnard says most child deaths 
were caused by burns and suffocation. 
Poisoning, drowning and falling con- 
tributed to the total of 7,912 child 
fatalities occurring in 1944. 

She says even the safety pin is un- 
safe because the dangers of pricking 
a child or of its being swallowed. A 
mother so often sets a poor example 
by holding safety pins in her mouth 
while changing a diaper. 

Safety pins should be stuck into) 
the mattress or cake of soap. When 
not in use the pins should be closed 
and put out of reach of busy little 
hands 

A safety pin should not be used 
to fasten a blanket around an infant. 
This practice, a survey shows, is the 
principal cause of death by smother- 
ing. 

When placing a baby tn its crib, 
Mrs, Barnard suggests that no pillow, 
no fuzzy or painted toys, be placed 
in the bed with him. A mother should, 
be sure the paint on the child's bed 
does not contain lead, lest the in- 
fant’s chewing tendencies bring about 
lead poisoning. 

Insecticides, medicines, sleeping 
tablets--it takes only one~—deodor- 
ants and lye should be kept away 
from a child's reach, 

Electrical appliances snovld be 
carefully checked for poastbie faulty 


connections. Electric wall cutlets 
should be protected, and a imother 
should be cautious with electrical 
heaters when bathing a child 


Protectors should be plitcd around, 
steam and hot water radiators, Moth- 
ers in rural communities should 
watch their when exposed 
stove are used for heating. Walkers:

Alberta this vear, at places as far 
north as the Peace River and Atha- 


1,035 day-old chicks were divided 
| among Saskatchewan Fish and 
|Game Association and the Cypress 
| Hills forest ranger, for raising un- 
til they were ready to be turned 
loose. 

These 6.577 pheasants were the 
| Survivors of 7,120 chicks hatched at 
| the Brooks game rearing farm. Few 
}casualties were reported in the 
|shipping. For the first time in sev- 
eral years, no pheasant eggs were 
sent to groups or individuals for 
setting and hatching. 

First 75 ringneck pheasants in 
Alberta were planted in the Midna- 
pore district near Calgary in 1908 
In 1911 another 75 cocks and 50 
hens were brought from Pennsy1- 
vania and distributed around the 
Rosebud Creck. By 1913 pheasants 
were so numerous that the govern- 
ment granted permission to resi- 
dents of Bragg Creek district, about 
30 miles west of Midnapore, to re- 
duce the number of cocks found in 
the area. 

Calvary Fish and Game Associa- 
tion obtained 600 pheasants in Ore- 
gon in 1927 and a short time later 
distributed an additional 1800, and 
the late A.E. Cross of Calgary also 
; put out several of the birds about 
that time. Pheasants were introdue- 
ed to Southern Alberta in 1929, 
when the Medicine Hat association 
brought 8400 worth of the birds to 
the Cypress Hills area, For the past 
several years pheasants have been 
introduced yearly to various parts 
of the province by — interested 
sportsmen, The pheasant has ac- 
customed itself so well to Alberta

There is a universal ery the world 
over for more wheat. U.N.R.R.A. 
and the F.A.O. contirm this. Britain 
says that German people in the Bri- 
tish Zone of Occupation have noth- 
ing like enough bread.

EVALUATING THE FARM WIFE 


Professor George A Pond, of the 
department of agricultural econom- 
ics at the Unversity of Minnesota, 
has calculated that a farmer's wife, 
if'a good one, is worth $69,000. The 
professor based his caleulations on 
the result of a survey among farm- 
ers, He found out that these farmers 
who said “the co-operation of the 
wife was the keynote,’ made an 
average of $2,760 a vear more than 
the group reporting their wives did 
not co-operate extensively 

The professor then ealculated 
that $69,000 at 4 per cent brought 
a return of $2,760, and on that prac- 
tical basis fixed the valuation of the 
farm wife 

In commenting on Professor 
Pond’s mathematical ealeulations, 
an editorial writer in the New York 
Times stated, "We would make it 
a flat $100,000 without quiboting ”
